“At present the country is 
dominantly agricultural,” he 
tinued, “but there is a large area 
that is not contributing anything as 
yet.

It is the trend of the young 
man to go north and not west. There

Professor Wallace then pointed out 
that 18 per cent. of the world’s coal

According to the 
Dominion Government statistics our 
producers marketed for slaughter 
purposes, through the public stock- 
yards in 1927, 677,881 cattle. Of these 
360,398 were steers and heifers, of 
all qualities and weights. The re- 
mainder were cows, bulls, canners 
and cutters. Of the 360,000 odd steers 
and heifers, less than 30,000 were 
over 1,200 lb. weights. Thus 85 to 
90 per cent. of the steers and heifers 
were 1,200 lbs. and under. Over 65 
per cent. were 1,000 lbs, and under. 
It is evident that so far as weights 
are concerned nearly al! of our 
potentially good beef is marketed at 
the desired weights. 

Yet the statement is freely made 
that our beef does not yet meet the 
market demands and is not as con- 
ducive to increased consumption as 
it might be. What then is the 
trouble? 

Nearly every kind of livestock pro- 
duction has seen startling changes 
in methods during the past few de- 
cades. The hog no longer is a 
scavenger matured on scraps and 
then fattened. He has become a 
highly efficient producer of meat un- 
der scientific management, yielding a 
bacon at an early age.
